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Businessmen, Amazonas Development Story 
Shows Advantages of Listing With Bureau 


The background of the story of the Amazonas development 
program deseribed in this page may be fairly presented as an 
example of one of the many promotional activities undertaken 
as part of its normal routine by the Brazilian Government Trade 
Bureau in New York. The attention of the readers of the “Bra- 
zilian Bulletin” is being called to it because it involves a rather 
complicated series of arrangements in bringing together per- 
sons of diverse backgrounds and economic approaches. 

When some months ago Governor Gilberto Mestrinho was 
about to set his plan for the State of Amazonas in motion he 
was in touch with Mr. Francisco Medaglia, chief of the Brazilian 
Government Trade Bureau in New York, to enlist foreign know- 
how and other aid. An article was published in the August | 
issue of the “Brazilian Bulletin” outlining the program and 
also the need for capital, both foreign and domestic, to finance 
it. Contact was then established with Werner Associates, Ine.. 
whose parent firm, Werner Textile Consultants, is the largest 
management, manufacturing and marketing consultant firm 
of its kind in the world and available material was turned over 
to this organization. Mr. C. W. Bendigo, director of commercial 
development for Werner Associates, at the request of Governor 
Mestrinho, went to Manaus, the capital, to undertake a_pre- 
liminary survey, which is summarized in the article. 

It is worthy of note that the development program is largely 
a State enterprise, with Federal participation a minority interest. 
For this reason especially the facilities of the Brazilian Govern- 
ment Trade Bureau in New York have been a boon to the state 
government of Amazonas as well as to those interested in be- 
coming a part of this promising economic development pro- 
gram.

Mr. Bendigo likened the 
nomic program of Governor Mes- 
trinho to that of Operation Boot- 
strap of Puerto Rico. “I had the 
pleasure of working in and follow- 
ing the success of Operation Boot- 
strap,” Mr. Bendigo said, “‘and I 
believe the potentialities of the 
Amazon enormously 
greater. The tax exemption and 
other assistance offered by the 
State of Amazonas are similar to 
that offered by Puerto Rico and 
should be equally successful.”
